TREASURY TO SEEK 
TWO-ILLION LOAN 


Largest Peace-Time Bor- 


rowing Necessitated by 


Payment of the Bonus. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(UP)— 
Treasury .Secretary Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr. announced tonight he would 


borrow %$2,050,000,000 trom the na-. 


tion’s banks and money-lenders next 
June 15. 

This constitutes the largest single 
financing operation ever conducted by 
the government during times of peace. 
It has been exceeded only by the vast 
liberty loans during the World War. 

Included in this enormous borrow- 
ing. will, be $1,000,000,000 in “new” 
money. A large part of this is virtual- 
ly earmarked for the redemption of 
the soldier bonus bonds which will 
start on June 15 when the issne be- 
comes effective. The vast ioan will 
boost the publie debt to about $32,- 
500,000,000 by the close of the fiscal 
year June 30. 

Morgenthau also said the treasury 
had completed a tentative set of plans 
to eliminate the so-called “joyriders” 
who have plagued recent borrowings.

DETROIT, May 27.—(AP)—A 
congressional investigation to “blow 
the lid off’ the Black Legion and 
kindred organizations loomed today 
as additional indications of the wide- 
spread ramifications of the secret 
terrorist society reached investiga- 
tors. 

The demand for congressional 
action was made by Representative 
Dickstein, democrat, New York, ak 
most at the moment Prosecutor 
Duncan C. McCrea telegraphed At- 
torney General Cummings an ap- 
peal for assistance through the De- 
partment of Justice, 

House Probe Asked. 

Dickstein introduced a resolu- 
tion in the house asking appoint- 
ment of a committee of seven to 
investigate the Black Legion, “the 
Black Shirts,” “the Christian Party,” 
“the A. B. C. Legion of New York” 
and “the Robert Edward Edmonson 
Organization of New York.” 

In his request.for Department of 
Justice aid, McCrea said he has re- 
ceived letters from officers or indi- 
viduals in “from 15 to 18” states re- 
lating crimes attributed to the Black 
Legion. Some of these involved kid- 
naping in which state lines were 
crossed “for murder or intimidation,” 
McCrea said. A previous request had 
been refused with the statement that 
there were no grounds for federal 
action. 


In New York, Too. 
McCrea did not name the states, 
but said he had received letters from 
Chicago and New York indicating the 
existence of the brotherhood in both 
cities. 
Dickstein said he had information 


that the activities of the Black Le- 


gion centered in Michigan, Ohio, Colo- 
raao, Pennsylvania and to some ex- 
tent in New York.

Nonpayment of World War 
Debt Puzzles Future Pre- 
mier of France. 


PARIS, May 27.—(4}—Leon Blum, 
socialist premier-to-be, wants to wipe 
out American resentment against 
France’s war debt defaults but is puz- 
zled over how to do it “without pay- 
ing,” his friends said tonight. 

Blum, who voted for default along 
with his fellow socialists in 1982 and 
thus wrecked the old leftist cartel by 
throwing Edouard Herriot out of the 
premiership, will have to reply through 
the foreign office to a war debt bill 
from the United States by June 15. 

Not only is the continued default 
embarrassing, say officials, but Blum, 
would like to be able to borrow money 
from the United States to support his 
socialist government, or at least have 
America’s sympathy and _ support 
against Germany in case of war. 

Reports Blum may try to borrow

Clouds Headed This Way 
From Texas Shunted Off 
by Shifting Winds. 


Rain clouds headed toward Atlanta 
from Texas yesterday were shunted off 
by shifting winds before they could 
bring the city relief from a 40-day 
drouth. 3 

Weather officials here _ believed, 
however, that the few clouds’ that 
fought their way into this area in the 
face of the shifting winds and remain- 
ed over the city during the late aft- 
ernoon and last night would produce 
“probable showers” sometime today. 

“It is beyond the speculations of 
any meteorologist,’ said Chief Fore- 
caster George W. Mindling yester- 
day as he commented on the absence 
of an explanation of the prolonged 
dry spell that has prevailed over At- 
Janta and most of Georgia since April 


The longest previous dry spell was 
fin 1925. when there were 635 consecu- 
tive days with only a trace of rain. 
There has been only a trace of rain 
in this section for 49 days up to yes- 
terday. 

Speaking of today’s probable rain- 
fall, Mindling said: 

“The rainfall in this section, if it 
actually comes, will not be nearly 
60 much as we will need. It will take 
a good hard rain over several days 
or a series of rains over a longer 
period to correct 49 days of dry weath- 
er, so far as crops are concerned.” 

Overcast skies today will not cool 
the temperatures. The prediction 18 
for temperatures ranging between 6 
and 88 degrees. Yesterday the range 
was between 70 and 89. 

“The situation.is very discouragig 
in Georgia with respect to the two 
major crops, cotton and corn, both of 
which have had their latest start in 
years,” said Mindling.

Judge John Guerry, of Montezuma,

son against the city of Atlanta. 


Dougherty Court Reversed. 


In the Albany case the supreme 

court, after first dividing three to 
three and thus upholding legality of 
| an injunction, on a second hearing re- 
| versed the decision of the Dougherty 
‘superior court, which had originally 
_granted the injunction. 
The reversal was based upon the 
‘ground that the Albany theater was 
| operated on Sundays by the American 
| Legion, which furnished the _ ticket 
'takers and checkers. The Georgia law 
| prohibits theater operation on Sundays 
by a manager “regularly working at 
‘that avocation.” ‘The supreme court 
‘ruling, written by Chief Justice Rich- 
'ard B. Russell, held that the operation 
of theaters could not be regarded as 
the regular business of the Legion. 

In the Thompson case, from Ful- 
| ton superior court, it was ruled that 
the West End theater management, 
even though donating*net proceeds to 
an emergency relief committee, was, 
in fact, pursuing their regular busi- 
ness on the Sufiday, which is specifi- 
cally prohibited in the Georgia law. 

No Ground for Closing. 

It is construed, however, that the 
operation of Atlanta theaters on Sun- 
days by the Scottish Rite 
would place them in the same cate- 
gory of the Albany theater, operated 
by the American Legion and that there 
is, therefore, no legal ground for clos- 
ing them. 

Commenting on the ruling yester- 
day, Setze pointed out that the At- 
lanta theaters are operated’ by the

But the diplomat knows, and everybody knows, that his words have 
dignity and force and gain a respectful hearing only because they are 
backed by an army and a navy. 

The winner of the game is the one who can win his point by bluffing 
—that is, by using the army and navy only as an unmentioned threat. 

Obviously, the one most likely to win is the one whose country is 
willing or eager to use its army and navy in combat. If his country is 
unwilling to use force, and his opponent knows it, his words are so much 
moonshine and hé has no chance to win. 

To the player of a game, all other things seem unimportant. He for- 
gets hunger, thirst, love, ambition—everything except the game itself. 
That is, he loses his sense of values. 

While playing the game of diplomacy, to win certain fishing rights 
or a heathen market or something of the kind, the statesman also may 
lose his sense of values. In the heat of conflict, goaded and enraged by 
a hateful opponent, he may engage his country to expend much more 
than the stakes are worth. Modern wars always cost more than the worth 
of the prize. 

Let us suppose that a statesman, playing the game to win certain 
oil rights for his country, loses his point and his temper and threatens 
war. What happens? 

Millions of young men who know nothing and care nothing about the 
oll iighis must quit their affairs and march out to kill other young men. 

Does that make sense? Custom has made it seem a necessary part of 
the game, but is is plain imbecility in a civilized world. 

If the two leading oil concerns should disagree concerning their 
rights and hire killers to shoot one another’s employes and destroy 
one another’s property, all decent people would be outraged. 

Is it any more reasonable to employ millions of reluctant killers and 
destroy the wealth of nations because diplomats fail to agree? 

It isn’t the disagreement that makes war, but the statesman’s

Night blindness (properly called 
myctalopia but often incorrectly called 
hemeralopia which is really day blind- 
ness or difficulty in seeing clearly in 
bright light) is a peculiar dimmess of 
vision which certain persons have when 
they step into a dimly lighted room 
from bright sunlight, or when the 
day becomes very cloudy and dark, or 
after dusk, 

One man with this condition com- 
plained a great deal about the amber 
color and the dulness of the electric 
lights in his community and charged 
the lighting company with inefficiency. 
One evening driving into his own 
drive he suddenly found himself bump- 
ing his neighbor's porch, and another 
evening he stepped out of a brightly 
illuminated church and bumbed into 
several people outside the door—they 
suspected he must have been drinking. 

Night blindness is probably a great 
deal more frequent in this country 
than we have thought. It has not 
been sought for, and hence it has not 
been recognized by physicians. 

Of course it is normal for one to 
be momentarily blinded on suddenly 
passing from bright light to compara- 
tive darkness, but if one is in—well, 
you know the word I want—this dif- 
ficulty does not greatly embarrass. 
When one’s family or friends com- 
mént on one’s inability to see things 
in the dark, things others can see well 
enough, then if might be well to be 
tested for nyctalopia. 

Oculists or physicians can now test 
any one for this deficiency by methods 
of precision. 

The trouble is due to a shortage of 
the visual purple in the retina or sen- 
sitive film in the back of the eye. This 
substance seems to become exhausted 
or bleached in full daylight, and be- 
fore the eye can adapt itself to dim 
illumination or partial darkness the 
visual purple must be formed again 
in the retina. For this an adequate 
intake or assimilation of vitamin A is 
essential. Even though plenty of vita- 
min A is furnished in the diet or 
otherwise, in certain digestive diseases 
there may be a deficient absorption 
or assimilation of the vitamin, and 
only by correction of the digestive 
trouble can the night blindness be 
cured, 

Among the good sources of vitamin 
A are raw carrot, escarole (chicory 
greens, endives), liver, spinach raw or 
canned, butter, cheese eggs, dried 
whole milk, tamato raw or canned, 
and medicinally fieh liver oils.

How about your vitamin A, B, C’s? 
Vitamin C is quite likely to be ade- 
quate in the reducer’s menu because 
of the liberal use of fruits and fruit 
juices. The best sources of C are 
oranges, grapefruit, tomatoes, lemons 
and pineapple. One of these should 
be used daily. 

The amount of vitamin B is apt to 
be deficient, since it is principally 
supplied ‘in whole grain breads and 
cereals, which are usually decreased 
in the reducing menu. For this rea- 
son, it is important that the reducer 
use whole grain bread, three slices 
daily, and use whole grain cereal 
when cereal is included in the menu, 

Vitamin A, which is found in great- 
est abundance in whole milk, cream 
and butter, is likely to be the vitamin 
most deficient in a reducing bill of 
fare. The reducer needs the small 
amount of butter included in the daily 
menu. Low calorie sources of this 
vitamin are egg yolk, spinach, carrots 
and tomatoes. 

On a prolonged reducing diet, it 
might be advisable to use some con- 
centrated form of vitamin A, such as 
cod liver oil capsules, since these cap- 
sules do not contain calories. ‘The 
reducer who is subject to recurrent 
colds would particularly benefit from 
an increase of A in the diet, for this 
vitamin raises resistanee to respira- 
tory infections. One capsule, taken 
on rising in the morning, assures suffi- 
cient vitamin A. 

Another important protective ele- 
ment likely to be low in the diet is 
calcium, which is chiefly supplied in 
milk and cottage cheese. Buttermilk 
or skimmed milk should always be 
used by the reducer, for they contain 
as much calcium as whole milk but 
only half as many calories. If you, 
use the reducing diets I have planned 
for you and don’t drink your milk— 
I'll haunt you! 

The protein should not be reduced 
in a low calorie diet. One-tenth of 
your normal number of calories should 
be made up of protein and this is un- 
changed in a reducer’s diet. Adequate 
protein is supplied if you have daily: 
One to two eggs, an average serving 
of lean meat (or fish or fowl), and 
one to two glasses of skimmed milk 
or buttermilk. These foods, together 
with the amount of protein obtained 
from other fodds making up your 
menu, assure adequate protein. 

Iron is highly important in the diet, 
but if you get the above-mentioned 
protein foods plus green leafy vege- 
tables and whole grains, you won't 
need to worry about your iron. 

Include your protective foods, and 
have health and beauty handed to you 
on a platter—with less weight!

The market is almost entirely tech- 
nical. Business news furnishes little 
impetus, although much of it still is 
favorable. Bullishness is based on a 
belief that the recent decline was a 
temporary setback in a bull market. 

The market started declining early 
in April and reached bottom around 
April 29. Since then it has adjusted 
itself nervously and has now started 
a recovery which may, if volume con- 
tinues increasing, bring a resumption 
of buying.

Ill, Soldier Frew was not avail- 
able for comment on the Cody inves- 
tigation being made by Dr. A. BE. Shel- 
don, secretary of the Nebraska His- 
torical Society, but Frew’s son, James 
Bentley Frew, of Harrison, was keen- 
ly interested to learn that the Ne- 
braskan desired to consult his fa- 
ther’s diary about the Yellow Hand 
affair. 

The thick Frew diary, describing 
military maneuvers on the western 
plains more than a half century ago, 
was brought out and dusted off, and 
the younger .‘rew spent several hours 
in going through its yellowing pages, 
filled with fine, fading script. 

Eventually, this entry was found: 

“July 17, 1876, upon reports of 
scouts that many Indians were near- 
by, the command was ordered to se- 
cret in a ravine. Two couriers from 
the agency approaching the command 
were placed in a dangerous predica- 
ment and Cody fired, killing Yellow 
Hand, the chief.. The rest of the In- 
dians attempted to rescue Yellow 
Hand, but we killed six and follow- 
ed the others 40 miles to the agency.” 

The entry did not definitely lo- 
cate this engagement but an item on 
the following day said the command 
was moving to Laramie, Wyo., “10 
miles distant,” indicating the skirmish 
took place near the Nebraska-Wyom- 
ing line. It was indicated that Cody 
was in charge of the fifth cavalry | 
at the time. 

Dr. Sheldon said at Lincoln, Neb., 
today that he believed Buffalo Bill 
killed at least one Indian but he ha 


anxious to scan it. 

Western tradition has credited Cody | 
with killing Chief Yellow Hand in 
an encounter near Montrose, Neb., 
but the legends have indicated the 
Red Man challenged for a duel and 
thus lost his life.
